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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 3-20 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose or suggest 
an electronic timepiece with a clock circuit, a switch circuit for connecting a first power 
source and a second power source, wherein the switch circuit is in an off state during a 
halted stat of the clock circuit, and a control circuit for, in response to a power source 
input detecting circuit detecting the insertion of the second power source during a halted 
state of the clock circuit, controlling the switch circuit to turn on in order to connect the 
first power source and the second power source so that the first power source is 
charged by the second power source, in combination with the remaining elements of 
claim 1.
